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To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Harrisburg  .* 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  to  you  my  first  annual  report 
as  City  Controller,  showing  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  ex¬ 
penditures  of  the  City  of  Harrisburg;  the  account  of  Grafton  Fox,  City 
Treasurer,  with  the  city,  and  a  statement  of  the  debt  of  the  city,  all  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  January  12tli,  A.  D.  1874.  This  being  the  first  official 
report  of  my  term  of  office  and  the  first  since  the  office  has  been  created,  I 
have  expended  much  time  and  care  in  the  examination  of  the  said  accounts, 
which  will,  in  a  great  measure,  account  for  the  delay  in  its  final  completion. 

During  the  past  year  our  country  has  again  experienced  a  severe  finan 
cial  crisis,  the  effects  of  which,  upon  the  monetary  world,  have  not  yet  sub¬ 
sided;  but  it  is  the  source  of  congratulation  that  our  city  has  sustained  her 
credit  in  promptly  meeting  the  interest  on  her  funded  debt,  and  expended 
a  large  amount  of  money  in  municipal  improvements. 

An  examination  of  the  statement  of  the  city  debt  shows,  that  for  every 
dollar  the  city  owes  on  “Improvement  Bonds,”  a  like  amount  is  due  by 
property  owners  for  assessments  to  pay  the  same,  which  assessments  are  a 
lien  upon  the  real  estate,  and  consequently  the  bonded  debt  of  the  city  is 
not  increased  by  the  issue  of  these  bonds. 

A  comparison  of  the  ratio  of  our  actual  indebtedness  to  the  value  of  the 
real  estate,  subject  to  taxation,  will  compare  most  favorably  with  that  of 
other  cities,  thus  showing  that  our  municipal  bonds  rest  upon  a  sure  and 
solid  basis. 

I  trust  and  believe  that,  having  at  heart  the  prosperity  and  growth  of 
our  beautiful  and  beloved  city,  you  will  find  much  in  the  detailed  financial 
accounts  submitted  to  you  for  encouragement  to  go  on  in  the  management 
of  her  financial  affairs  with  that  prudence  and  discretion,  which  have  so 
signally  characterized  your  efforts  heretofore. 

I  have  cancelled  all  the  vouchers  produced  by  the  City  Treasurer,  for 
expenditures  made  during  the  year,  except  the  interest  coupons,  and  I  would 
recommend  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Finance  Committee 
and  Controller  to  destroy  the  same.
